THE INDIAN BILL. 
ITS PASSAGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—The Indian 
Appropriation bill was passed by the House 
after an animated contest over the question 
of retaining the Board of Indian Peace Com- 
missioners and of transferring the Indian 
Bureau to the War Department. The propo- 
s tion to transfer went out on a point of 
order. Tewnshend, of Dlinois, who was 
Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, 
ruled consistently, as the Chairman of sev- 
eral previous committees have done, that the 
motion was not in ordef, as it was a violation 
of existing law. The struggle over the Peace 
Commission continued throughout the day, 
and ended in the defeat of the friends of the 
Commission. The Appropriation Committee 
reported the bill repealing all laws authoriz- 
ing the Commission, thus 

LEGISLATING IT OUT OF EXISTENCE, 


The friends of the Commission proposed an 


amendment of $10,000 forexpenses. This was 
defeated by a vote of 107 ayes to 118 nays, al- 
though at one time the vote wasa tie. The 
fight was almost entirely partisan, the only 
Democrats who voted in favor of the Com- 
mission being Acklen, of Louisiana, Beltz- 
hoover, of Pennsylvania, Blount, of Georgia, 

Buckner, of Missouri, Colerick, of Indiana, 
Felton, of Georgia, Hammond, of Georgia, 
and Ryan, of Pennsylvania, and the only 
Republicans who voted against the measure 
were Cannon, of Illinois, Errett, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Fort, of Illinois. 

THE FRIENDS OF THE COMMISSION 
maintained that it had been of great service, 
that it helped to eivilize the Indians, and that 
both the Indian Bureau and the Secretary of 
the Interior desired its retention. Blount, of 
Georgia, who opposed the Commission last 
year, even to-day earnestly sustained it, and 
excited a good deal of feeling among his 
Democratie colleagues. Democrats op- 
posed the Commission on the famil- 
lar partisan grounds. They el 
that it was expensive; that, the 
members of the Board are wealthy philan- 
thropists, they spend $10,000 in costly clerk 
hire, and in riding about in palace cars. The 
Western men were defeated in their efforts 
to have an amendment added providing that 
supplies may be opened on the Mississippi 
Valley near the source of supplies. That 
went out on the point of order that it 
changed the existing law.

THE DREAD DIPHTHERIA. 


Was It Imported from Bussia, Where 
a Cordon of Men Was Inecflectual to 
Stop It? 


Brooklyn Eagle. 

The Governor of Kharkoff, a Russian prov- 
ince, reports that during the year 1879 the 
number of deaths from diphtheria alone were 
7,000, and for the first ten months of 1880 no 
less than 5,600 inhabitants have succumbed 
to the dreadful disorder. This would be a 
frightful statement for the great State of 
New York; but the entire province does not 
contain a population greater than 1,750,000, 
The death rate, therefore, from diphtheria is 
shockingly high. 

The report is suggestive of several impor- 
tant inferences which may be turned to ac- 
count for our special advantage. In the first 
place, the mortality in Kharkoff from diph- 
theria conclusively demolishes, if nothing 
else has done so, the theory that diphtheria 
is due to sewer-gas. The capital of the prov- 
ince, of the same name, is a manufacturing 
town of about the size of Syracuse, in this 
State. Not being situated in a particularly 
progressive country, it may be taken for 

nted that the sewer-gas factory—name- 

y. the sewerage system of Kharkoff—is 
exceedingly minute. The Kussian does not 
trouble himself very much with sewers, even 
in aristocratic Moscow or 12 St. Peters- 
burg.

GARIBALDI AND CAVOUR. 


A Memorable Seance of the 
Parliament, at Turin, in 1861, as 
Described by an Anti-Garibaldian. 

Iranslated from the Journal af an Italian Diplomat 

for The Chicago Tribune by Emma Stanley. 

Tun. April 18, 1861.—Lhave just returned 
from the Palace Carignan. The proceedings 
of this memorable seance will be of so much 
importance in the future of Italy that I 
hasten to write my impressions, 

The presence of Garibaldi at Turin, after 
the violent language addressed by him to the 
Parliament in his too famous letter, created 
immense excitement in our usual quiet Capi- 
tal. In five days since his arrival from 
Genoa the ex-Dictator had been unable to 
appear at the Chamber on account of indis- 
position, and this was the first time the demi- 
god had deigned to seat himself in the midst 
of his colleagues,—simplemortals. All were 
anxiously awaiting his entrance to the Par- 
liament, justly considering this would be the 
signal for the outbreak of the violent strug- 
gle between the reactionists and the Ministry. 

At an early hour the tribunes were filled 
with Garibaldians and the people, while an 
immense crowd was stationed before the 
Palace Carignan, awaiting the arrival of the 
General. The diplomatic tribune was filled 
by les elegantes of Turin and the wives of 
the Ministers. The seance opened at the 
usual hour, half-past 1, when ail the officials 
were in their seats. About 2 o’clock the 
noise and acciamations of the crowd without 
resounded through the Palace, penetrated 
the Legislative Hall, and heralded the ap- 
proach of Garibaldi. Suddenly a thunder of 
applause from the public tribunes announced 
the presence of the great mn. A little door 
hidden in the wall, and placed behind the 
highest steps on the left, opened to allow 
Garibaldi to pass. He appeared, clothed in 
the traditional costume,—the immortal red 
shirt, under a sort of gray mantle, shaped 
like a chasuble, or a Mexican poncho,—giv- 
ing him the appearance of a prophet, or, if 
preferabie, that of an old comedian. All the 
Deputies, excepting fifteen members of the 
Left, remained seated, and patiently awaited 
the end of the hurrahs, which continued four 
or five minutes. The cold silence of the 
Chamber formed a singular contrast with the 
acclamations from the tribunes, which in 
fact did not contain a single inhabitant of 
Turin. , 

At length, Garibaldi being seated on the 
last row of the extreme léft, near two Depu- 
ties who had accompanied him. the seance 
opened. The formula of the oath read by 
the President was repeated by the new Dep- 
uty. When the Baron Ricasoli had ter- 
minated the interpellations regarding the 
subject of the agitators, the Minister of War, 
Gen. Tanti, answered by a long written dis- 
course, but very firm and energetic, regard- 
ing the actions of the Garibaldians. Then, in 
the midst of silence, Garibaldiarose and com- 
meneed to speak. The excitement occa- 
sioned by this was very visible. Every one 
felthow solemn the moment was, and of 
what importance the words of Garibaldi 
would be in the exasperated state of oppos- 
ing parties. The well-known hatred of the 
Dictator for the Cabinet presided over by M. 
de Cavour, the declared antagonism between 
the regular and the meridional army, also 
contributed to augment the interest of this 


seance. 

The position of Gartbaldi atthe time he 
entered the Chamber must not be forgotten. 
Conqueror of the Two Sicilies: acknowl- 

by five millions of Italians as a 
liberator: Generalissimo of an army created 
by himself; surrounded by the prestige of 
victory and of an immense popularity, he had 
taken a formidable position in the dom, 
which the flatterers of his entourage took 
every rieans 
excited to highest degree by the ova- 
tions of the Neapolitans, exceeded all 
bounds. Arrogant towards the Government, 
insolent to the Parliament, he spared the 
national representation no reproaches, and 
went so far as to treat King as an equal. 
At Turin, where the monarchical feeling is 
inveterate, Garibaldi was appreciated very 
differently; he was there very unpopular, 
and regarded as a dangerous man for Italy. 
Full justice was rendered to his courage and 
to his honesty; but noone was ignorant of 
the weakness of his character and the nar- 
rowness of his mind. 

The opening of the discourse dragged 
painfully along. The Left of the Assemb! 
—that is to say, the Garibaldians—were suf- 
fering on account of the deplorable effects 
produced by their Chief, when suddenly, 
abandoning the perenne forms which 
visibly troubled him exceedingly, Garibaldi 
pushed away with anger and brusqueness 
the leaves which covered the table, and de-

DE JONGHE. 


A Dutch Marderer,. 

Lonpowr, Jan. 7.—De Jonghe, the murderer 
of Marius Bogaardt, the schoolboy, has been 
sentenced to hard labor for life. His counsel 
atonce appealed against the sentence, and 
the appeal was to-day refused. 

The trial took place at La Hague a fort- 
night ago. De Jonghe is a good-looking, 
siightly-bullt, and rather delicate young 
man of 24 years of age. According to his 
own account, when he was 18 his father died, 
leaving his mother and sister with nothing to 
live upon buta scanty pension. He enlisted 
into the grenadiers, im the regiment of 
which his uncle was  Lieutenant- 
Colonel. After a time, with a view 
to more rapid promotion, he went 
out to the Dutch Indies, but the climate not 
agreeing witn him, after a serious illness, 
came home with a pension of £6a year. He 
professes to have been much affected by his 
mother’s straitened circumstances and his 
inability to assist her. His friends had just 
obtained for him a place in a Government 
office, which he entered on the ve 
day of the funeral of the —— — 
child. It was with the intention of 
providing for his mother and sister 
that he allowed the criminal idea to n 
possession of him, of kidnaping some child 
and writing a threatening letter to its 
parents. He accordingly selected as his 
victim an only child, to whom he knew its 
parents were devotedly attached, his own 
mother having been a schoolfellow of the 
boy’s mother, with whom she had 
remained on friendly terms. He 
had no difficul in prevailing on the 
master of the school to grant 1 
gaardt permission to with him, and the 
unfortunate lad went off in high spirits, ex- 
claiming, as he ran down stairs, “ Ik 
mag, ik mag (I may, I may), delighted at 
the prospect of a pleasant af oon.

Butler, of South Carolina, was 
born in the same year; Plumb, of Kansas, in 
1887; Groome, of Maryland, in 1938; and 
Bruce, of Mississippi, in 1841. These are the 
only Senators under 45. Hale nis been in 
public life longer than many older men in 
Congress.

Then he was elected to Congress for five 
terms. He has been twice offered a Cabinet 
position, that of Postmaster-General by Presi- 
dent Grant, and that of Secretary of the Navy 
by President Hayes.

No contract entered into bya 
previous Congress can alter or amend the 
constitutional powers and rights of the Con- 
gress now in session or that which is to as- 
semble next December unless sooner called 
together in extra session. Nor has any con- 
tract been entered into with that intention. 
It is clear from the language of the Enabling 
act that Congress was to take the initiative 
in the division of Texas, as the new ‘States 
were to be formed, not by the original act 
of the Legislature, but “by the consent of 
such State.“ 5

Tue Tumom laid before its readers yes- 
terday the remarkable paper written by Gen. 
Grant concerning the rival schemes for an 
interoeeanic canal to unite the Atlantic and 
Pacific waters,—the one by way of Pana- 
ma and the other by Lake Nicaragua, 

Gen. Grant’s paper will leave np doubt on 
any mind as to the vast superiority in cheap- 
| ness of construction of the Nicaraguan route 
ever the Panama route, which is to be con- 
trolled by French capitalists. The enormous 
difference in the cost of the construction of 
these two canals is startling. Gen. Grant 
places the lowest estimate for the Nicara- 
guan route at $41,000,000, and, allowing liber- 
ally for tho difference between estimated and 
actual cost, he fixes the maximum cost at 
less than $100,000,000. He computes that 
4,000,000 tons of freight will pass the canal 
annually, which, at $2.50 per ton, will yield 
an annual income of $10,000,000, which, 
after paying expenses, wil! leave $8,500,000 
profits annually to the stockholders. 

Gen. Grant states the probabie cost of the 
canal by the Panama route at perhaps $400,- 
000,000, This nearly corresponds with a de- 
tatled statement published in the New York 
Tribune of the 10th inst., which foots up the 
cost at $396,000,000, or four times the maxi- 
mum estimate of the cana! by the Nicaraguan 
route. 

If it be true that the Panama Canal will 
cost $400,000,000, or the half of it, then we do 
not understand that the American route has 
anything to fearin the way of competition 
from the French-built canal. There can 
hardly be any oecasion for National inter- 
ference or belligerent demonstrations to pre- 
vent the construction of the De Lesseps 
canal, if the latter depend on the expendi- 
ture of 8400, 000, 00. The American Com- 
pany can safely go ahead with their work 
without any dread of competition from such 
a costly undertaking as that projected by De 
Lesseps. Upon thé relative merits of the two 
schemes there can therefore hardly be any 
difference of opinion in this country, 
when all the facts are known, and When 
both sides can have the fullest hearing. It 
is not at all possible that there will be much 
money subscribed for the De Lesseps scheme 
in this country, whatever may be the case in 
Europe, where the De Lesseps canal alone is 
advocated. The publication abroad ef Gen. 
Grant's letter will do much to open European 
eyes as to the comparative merits of the two 
schemes. 

Gen. Grant, however, makes a special ap- 
peal to the American people in favor of 
what he considers an American canal, con- 
structed by an American company under an 
American charter, and to be controlled by 
American authority, as against a canal con- 
structed by a Buropean company, under a 
European charter, and under the protection 
of European Governments. He invokes 
the spirit, if not the letter, of the 
Monroe doctrine, whieh has deen the 
proclaimed policy of the United States for 
half a century. He quotes the recent declara- 
tion of President Hayes on this subject, and 
claims that the construction of the canal at 
Panama, as proposed by the Freneh Company, 
would be a substantial violation of the estab- 
lished American policy. 

While there is probably no question as to 
the superiority of the Nicaraguan over the 
Panama route, we fail to see wherein the 
construction of a ship-canal across the 
isthmus, by the desire and with the consent 
of the Government of Colombia, by a com- 
pany,.no matter where organized, can be a 
violation of the Monroe doctrine, or of any 
American doctrine or policy. Mr. Monroe, 
in his message following the recognition of 
the independence of the Spanish-American 
States, thus asserted what has passed into 
history as the Monroe doctrine: 


With the movements fof foreien Govern- 
ments] inthis hemisphere we are of necessity 
mmediately conn and by causes 
vious to all enlightened and 
partial observers.

A shrinkage of only $75,000,000 
in bank-note circulation is threatened, but 
the bank-note circulation might be reduced 
by one-half, and the deficiency could be made 
up in a lawful manner from the resources of 
the Government, as may be easily shown. 

1. The volume of greenbacks now amounts 
only to $340,000,000, and a considerable. part 
of that sum is held in the Treasury, which 
may be released,—for instance, the ten or 
twelve millions held for the redemption of 
the fractional currency which has been de- 
stroyed and lost, and will never be presented 
for redemption. But the Government has 
authority in any emergency to increase the 


oF anual to the, 


into the country in exchange for commedi- 
ties to oceupy the mints for a year. Probably 
$50,000,000 of gold, and perhaps more, may 
be thus minted in the current year by coin- 
ing large pieces, and that sum added to the 
circulation of the country. 

8. The coinage of silver is not limited by 
law to $2,000,000 a month, as the New York 
Tyne seems to suppose, The lawful limit 
is just double that amount or $48,000,000 dur- 
ing the year, Which, with silver now in the 
Treasury not by certificates 
in the circulation of the country, may add 
$60,000,000 more to the circulating medium in 
the convenient, safe, and popular shape of 
silver certificates. Add to this the gold that 
will de imported during the year 1881, and 
produced from our Western mines, together 
not less than 80 to 100 millions. 

4. If all these resources should prove to be 
insufficient to make up any deficiency in 
bank circulation, the Government can isaue 
at any time any amount of Treasury notes, 
not legal-tender, which it can keep at par by 
redemption, 

Hence the threat of a contraction in bank 
eurrency by reason of a low bond is merely a 
foolish bugbear. There is not much danger 
that the banks will refuse to issue notes to 
any extent which business really demands, 
because they can always make so much of 
an issue profitable. Butif they should not 
do so, the Government has the power and 
resources, as we have shown, to fill up any 
deficiency. Consequently the only question 
as to refunding is as to how lowa rate the 
new bonds can be negotiated at par. If at 8 
per cent, then let refunding be agreed upon 
at that rate; if not, then at d or 3.65 per 
cent. In any case, however, the action of 
the banks with reference to their issues of 
circulating notes does not require any special 
consideration in the matter.

MORE PROHIBITION FOLLY. 

A new local option prohibition bill has 
been recently introduced in the Ohio Legis- 
lature whieh illustrates the thorough im- 
practicability of the prohibitionist class. It 
provides that on the ist day of May next a, 
special election shall be held, at which “all 
persons having the qualifications of electors, 
without distinction of sex,” shall be entitled 
to vote for of agalust the suppression of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 
It at such election the majority in the State 
is against the sale, then it shall be unlawful 
to sell after the 4th of next July. In case 
the vote is not a majority against suppres- 
sion, then the law shall apply only in coun- 
ties, cities, towns, and villages which have 
given a majority in its favor.” 

This is the substance of the bill. From the 
genera! character of this scheme one would 
suppose that the Ohio statutes were destitute 
of all legislation against liquor-selling. To 
show the real condition of prohibition legis- 
lation in that State, however, we quote the 
following from the Cincinnati Gazette:

For thirty years the Constitution and stat- 
utes of Ohio have sought to forbid the sale 
of liquors, and have refused to grant licenses, 
and yet they have been a complete failure. 
The only success of this legislation has been 
to turn the State over to the Democrats more 
than once. For thirty years the Adair law 
has been in force, and yet it has not stopped 
the drinking of liquor, it has not reduced the 
demand for liquor nor checked the supply, 
nor has it arrested the desire for drinking. 
The people of Ohio drink as much per capita 
as the people of Illinois, or perhaps any other 
State, and the people of Cincinnati, in pro- 
portion to their numbers, probably drink 
more beer than the people At any other city 
in the American Union. The law literally 
goes for nothing, and yet it is one of the most 
stringent, inquisitorial, searching prohib- 
itory laws that was ever passed against sell- 
ing liquor. So far as words go, there is noth- 
ing that the most fanatical Prohibitonist 
could add to it that would add to 
its strength: and every form of polit- 
ical machinery was put in motion,— 
with what result? Liquor-selling and 
liquor-drinking kept on unabated, altho no 
saloon was licensed in Ohio. The State was 
given over into the hands of the Democrats. 
And now after this disastrous political effect 
has passed away the same simpletons re- 
commence their agitation against the vend- 
ers, and if they are allowed their way will 
reach precisely the same end again. 

Like most unreasoning people, they go at a 
thing wrong end foremost. They make their 
attack upon those who supply to those who 
demand. If Prohibitionists want to prohibit, 
let them make their assault upon those who 
drink, because so long as there Is a demand 
for liguor there will Inevitably be a supply. 
If the demand can be dried up or cut off by 
law or moral suasion there will be no supply 
in the human nature of things. No saloons 
will be opened and no saloonkeepers will in- 
vest their money in the business. No hotels 
and no drug-stores, or groceries, or country 
stores, or peddlers will keep it for their 
customers. But as long as the bulk of 
the three million people of Ohio are 
thirsty, and demand drink, it is 
useless to seek to prevent it by 
trying to stop the supply without having the 
repressive law apply to those who drink, and 
an overwhelining public sentiment of teetotal- 
ism to enforce the law everywhere, in cities 
and towns as well as rural districts. If these 
reformers want to stop the practice of drink- 
ing, let them make it a crime to drink; pun- 
ish the practice severely; pay informers 
handsomely for betraying; make it the busi- 
ness of their lives to find ont who drink; 
multiply theit jails, their Sheriffs, Bailiffs, 

their police and constabulary forces: 
adulte their Hauors with something 
which will sicken a drinker, and yet will not 
unfit liquors fer uses in the arts and indus- 


And yet, with the long and notorious fail- 
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against the prohibition law, but the women, 
by adding sufficient of their number to the mi- 
nority of 500 men, carry it. How are they going 
to enforce it against the majority of men, who 


against them, the majority of men opposed 
to them,—the great bulk of the militia, police, 
and constabulary force of the community 
against them. If the majority of men 
in the community are in favor of the 
law the women’s votes are unnecessary. If 
the majority of the men are opposed to the 
law, it is useless to talk about women enfor- 
cing it, for it can’t be done. This may not be 
a very gallant view of the subject, but it is 
the naked truth, the practical view neverthe- 
less. But, whatever they may do, there is 
but one logical way of doing it, and that is to 
get at the drinkers rather than the sellers, 
for by stopping the drinkers the seliing will 
be dried up, whereas, on the other hand, 
those who supply liquor can never bestopped 
as long as there is a demand for it. There 18 
something not only illogical but laughable 
in trying to stop Nquor-selling, and at the 
same time leaving the millions of thirsty 
men perfectly free to supply themselves in 
any way they please. There isno saloon 
or hotel in Ohio which has a license, and yet 
millions of Buckeyes easily get all the liquor 
they are willing to pay for.

THE DEBATE,

Loxpon, Jan. 11.—The opinion gains in 


parliamentary circles that the debate on the 
address. will still last for three or four 
nights. .The reason is given that 
the Ministry are convinced by the debates 
that the Land bill already sketched will not 
prove effectual, and that protracted de- 
bates will give time for the Government 
to formulate a more fadical bill than was 
originally intended. An article in this even- 
ing’s Pall Mall Gazette is 
DESERVING OF MENTION. 

Discussing last night’s debates, it says: 

“ Thirteen members spoke in all, but only 
three represented Irish constituencies, 
Of these thirteen, four were Home 
Ruters, four Irish Liberals, two En- 
glish Radicals, one English, and 
two Irish Conservatives. Only a single 
speaker expressed any satisfaction with 
the bill foreshadowed. The impression 
produced by, the whole of the 
speeches is that in Ireland opinion 
is not only practically unanimous in favor of 
the three ‘F’s’ and of peasant proprie- 
tary, but that, in the words of 
Archbishop McCabe, which are echoed 
by almost every speaker from the Liberal 
side of the House, It is better a thousand 
times for Mr. Gladstone’s Government 
not te touch the question at all rather 
than deal with it in a half-hearted fashion.’ 
One Censervative (Mr. Plunket), with char 
acteristic courage anil sagacity, repu- 
diated the idea that the Con- 
servative party was unwilling to 
consider the grievances of the Irish tenant. 
All the other speakers without exception de- 
manded a thorough-going Land bill. The 
Liberals were 

EVEN MORE URGENT ‘ 
than the Home-Rulers. Mr. Charles Russell, 
in the eourse of an eloquent and forci- 
ble address, which made amarked impres- 
sion, warned the Government that, if the 
bill was narrow and inadequate, and framed 
in a spirit of compromise, it would de 
better for Ireland, and better for Mr. 
Gladstone’s reputation to leave the question 
alone. The Irish appear to have made 
up their minds for nothing less than 
the three ‘F's,’ with sneh measures of peas- 
ant proprietary as can be regarded as 
a settlement in any sense of the word. 
If Ireland were self-governed a laud 
bil not embodying these provisions 
would not even be looked at, whereas 
a measure which accepted the tliree ‘Fs’ as 
a basis of legislation would command the 
united support not only of the Liberals and 
Home-Rulers, but of the majority of the 
Conservatives of Ulster.” 

DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Lonpon, Jan. 11.—In the House of Com- 

mons this evening debate on the Address 
was resumed. Mitchell Henry, Liberal and 
Home-Rule member for the County Galway, 
said the Government had not administered 
the existing law in Ireland as they might 
have done. The course the Government now 
proposed was not likely to restore order. 
He condemned the hateful system of Boycot- 
ting, and declared that he had always refused 
to join the Land League. 
SIR FARREL HERSCHEL, SOLICTTOR-GENERAL, 
said the object of the present movement in 
Ireland was the disintegration of the Empire. 
It was time some effectual remedy should be 
applied, and the law be made strong enough 
te cope with the unwritten eode of the Land 
League, which eimbraced terror, coercion, 
murder, and mutilation. 

After a poperful speech by the Marquis of 
Hartington and a violent speech by Healy, 
Home-Rule member for Wexford, the debate 
was again adjourned. 

THE MARQUIS OF HARTINGTON, 
in his speech during the debate on the ad- 
dress, denied. that there were exagzerations 
in the press on the state of Ireland. He said 
the propositions for coercion, however, would 
not be based on reports in the press, but om 
official and authentic reports. Terrorism, he 
declared, existed. It was “ created by a small 
band of miscreants and fanatics.” [ Applause. } 
He denied that the Land bill would be a feeble 
measuré. It was necessary, above all, he 
said, that the bill should be just. He de 
nounced the Land League and its atrocities, 
and declared that it was necessary, tempora- 
rily, to suspend the form of liberty in order 
to reéstablish its subtsance. 
HEALY 
spoke in refutation of Harrington’s argu- 
ments. He declared that the existing laws of 
Lreland were barbarous.

TERRIBLE GUNPOWDER &EXPLO-| 


SION.

BaTTLe CREEK, Mich,, Jan. 11.—News was 
received this morning of a terrible explosion 
of gunpowder which oceurred at Climax last 
night about 7:00 o’clock, in the store of John 
Andrews, in the Hodgeman Block, on the 
corner of the two principal streets. Andrews 
keeps a general grocery store, and had in 
stock about 125 pounds of gunpowder. Itis 
not known how the explosion occurred, but 
one of the men in the store had a gun in his 
hands, and it is presumed that he was buying 
gunpowder by lamplight. and that by some 
such means the powder was ignited and the 
explosion fallowed which was so destructive 
to life and property. There were eleven per- 
sons in the store at the time, and 

ALL BUT ONE WERE INJURED. 

John Andrews, the proprietor, standing at 
his desk in the back part of the store, es- 
caped unhurt. Charles Gould, the clerk, 
who was weighing out the powder at the 
time, was stunned by the deafening explosion 
which followed, and had his hands mutilated 
by flying Klass. John Shafer, the man who 
had the gun, and who was probabiy buying 
the powder at the time, was injured more 
than any of the others in the store, having his 
hair burned off, his face burned to a erisp, 
and his eclothing partially burned off 
him. William Van Valkenburg, a laborer 
of the village, who was in the store at the 
time, was also burned so badly that the blood 
ran down his face, and he was also injured 
internally. F. S. Gould, a blacksmith of the 
village, who was sitting upon the counter, 
was 

BLOWN TO THE SIDE OF THE BUILDING 
and badly injured: James Bucklin, a car- 
riagpemaker, also present in the store making 
purchases, was badly burned and otherwise 
injured. Joseph Chamberlain, a farmer of 
Climax Prairie, wad burned and bruised about 
the head, face, and hands by the explosion. 
An old man, familiarly known as Uncle John 
Eugles, was very badly burned and injured.

TERRIBLY MUTILATED. 

The building itself was blown to fragments, 
and the force of the explosion was heard and 
felt for a distance of five miles. Nearly all 
the window glass in the village was broken 
by the explosion and the adjoining buildings 
were damaged to a gteat extent. The total 
amount of the damage done is yet unknown, 
but will tot up into the thousands, The 
stock of Andrews store was scattered to the 
four winds and blown to fragments. Farmers 
for miles around heard the explosion and 
hastened to the scene of the accident to 
render what assistance they could. It is said 
that the three first named are so seriously 
injured that they cannot live, while the others 
injured are suffering terrible agony from 
the burns and injuries received by flying mis- 
siles.

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Road, to Be Forced Down 


Organization of a Company te Build a 
New Line Between Baltimore 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 1L.—President Gowen 
is engaging in a brave and desperate fight to 
retain the place he has filled for a decade, but 
iif vain. The hands that placed the sceptre 
in his grasp have recalled it, and strive as he 
may he will have to give it up. How firm 
the English opposition is is shown by the de- 
velopments of to-day, when the Common 
Pleas Court issued an alternative mandamus 
ordering the President pro tem. and the man- 
agers to order an annual meeting and 
the election of officers at once or 
show cause on Thursday next why 
they had not done so. The tion 
was filed by the McCalgont Bros., whose 
petition in the United States Circuit Court, 
filed this morning and referred to the Master 
by Judge McKennan, contains a damaging 
story of President Gowen’s efforts to retain 
the Presidency. It had been generally be- 
lieved in this.country that the Cavins Com- 
mittee was in the Gowen interest, for no one 
had any idea that the Messrs. McCalgont in- 
tended to do away with Mr. Gowen’s serv- 
ices. But it appears from the letters that 
they had long ago made up their 
minds to have some one else in 
his place as Recelver, and to 
make a change in the Board of Managers. 
President Gowen wrote to them under date 
of July 15, saying that he hoped for an extri- 
cation of the Company from its reverses, 
while a foreclosure would disintegrate 
the Company and separate its two properties. 
He would, therefore, be in favor of a long 
Receivership, to continue, say for five years. 
The personnel of the Receivership to be sat- 
isfactory to all concerned,—the Receivers in 
the meanwhile to make all possible effort 
for such reductions of interest, rentals, 
and fixed charges, as might de possi- 
ble, with the purpose of making as 
many of the fixed obligations as possible de- 
pendant upon the capacity of the Company 
to earn the interest which should not be 
cumulative. In this letter President Gowen 
says he is willing to remain as Receiver, but 
must not be put in the position of forcing 
himself into it against the wishes of those 
who are entitled to have a voice in the ap- 
proval or selection of a Receiver. On the 
2th of July he wrote again, saying that in 
the present era of low earnings com- 
promises would be much easier of accom- 
plishment. On the 30th of July the 
foreign bondholders’ committee passed reso- 
lutions substantially approving the course 
thus roughly mapped out, and suggesting 
the appointment of an American committee. 
In a private letter to MeCalgont Bros. & Co., 
President Gowen said that he could now see 
how he had been blind. and had deprived 
himself, as well as others; that he could not 
but feel deeply for their losses; and that he 
was ready to retire from the Receivership in 
favor of any one who would give greater 
oonſ.denca and further relieving them from 
any responsibility for the calamities that 
had overtaken. tle Company. On the 
th of August the Committee wrote to Presi- 
dent Gowen approvmg of his plan and defer- 
ring action upon his tendered resignation, 
but on the 26th the Committee wrote again, 
saying that Mr. Powell had consented to go 
to America, and would at once place himself 
in communication with Receivers. ‘The 
Committee was then about to issue a second 
report, “and they,” continue the letter, 
“must ask you, in accordance with your of- 
fers already made, to allow them to state in 
your report that your resignation will take 
place as soon as arrangements have been 
made for the appointmentof your successor.” 
To this President Gowen demurred by cable, 
and finally flatly refused to go unless 
his plan was adopted. Powell, Lord 
Calrns, and Hugh McCalgont telegraphed 
him to do nothing until Powell’s arrival. 
The latter, who for a generation had been 
the broker for McCalgont Brothers & Co., 
arrived here in October, and when President 
Gowen found that he could not control him 
he grossly insulted him personally, and then 
published a letter in which he said that any 
further communications from him (Mr. Pow- 
ell) would be returned unopened. Mr. Powell 
packed his bag and sailed for London, where 
he arrived a fortnight ahead of Mr. Gowen. 
On the very day that the latter was receiving 
his votes of confidence, he also rgceived no- 
tice that the McCalgont interest ($14,000,000, 
held by that firm alone) would be cast against 
his retention in office. Mr. Gowen has made 
a bold stand, but he is beaten, and another 
coal king is dethroned.

THE LOCK AND DAM AT COPPERAS CREEK. 
While onthis subject the report says: 

To complete the improvement of this river to 
its mouth will require three more locks and 
dams, estimated to cost $1,350,000. The first set 
to be located at or below Beardstown, forty-sev- 
en miles below Copperas Creek, with a dam that 
will raise the water seve 
the dam at Copperas C set to 
be located at or in the vicinity of Bedford, about 
forty-two miles below town. The third 
and last lock and dam at or near Six Mil and, 
forty miles below Bedford and six mil bove 
the mouth of the river, with adam that will 
ruise the water eight feet, and two feet at the 
dam at Bedford. On the last six miles there is 
a zood depth of water. 

There will be some dredging to be done for a 
short distance beiow each lock, to give seven 
feet depth of water. This depth could be ob- 
tained by rais the dams one or two feet 
higber; but it is considered the better plan not 
to raise them so bigh, and thus avoid causmg 
any extensive overtiow u the adjoining lands. 

With these three additional locks and dams 
this river will become one of the cheapest and 
most important channels of commerce in the 
United States, and perhaps in the world, giving 
226 miles of navigation tor large-ciass steamers, 
and other crafts drawing six feetof water, at 
all seasons of navigation, and at a cost of about 
$12,000 per mile, includ what the United 


States has expended in , 
This will be the least expensive route of its 


tes, 
of New York, 350 — 2 leugt b. has cost over 
$90,000 per mile, or $30,000,000, and has not more 
than one-tenth or one-twelfth of the capacity of 
this river, when improved. 

The completion of this river improvement will 
make a good water route from Chic 
the Lilinois & Michigan Canal to the 
River, there connecting with 12. 
miles of internal river navigation of the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries, and make water com- 
munication from the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 
New York City, to St. Louis and ail places on the 
Western rivers, New Orleans, and the Gulf of 
Mexico, 

From the foregoing it may be seen how im- 
portant is the completion of this work, and the 
great influence it will have in cheapening the 
rates of transportation; clearly showing that 
this would become, in a short time, one of the 
great channels of commerce, and thus benefit a 
large portion of the citizens of this vast country 
as well as the State ot Illinois. 

CHICAGO SEWAGE. 

On the ever-present and ever-painfully in- 
teresting subject of Chicago sewage in the 
canal the report says: 

A large portion of the sewage of the City of 
Chicago 1 frém the Chicago River into the 
Illinois Michigan Canal, and, when passing 
through the country south, causes such an of- 
fensive smell that it has become an almost in- 
tolerable nuisance to citizens of Joliet and 
other towns On, the line of the canal. Early in 
the present r the City. Council of Chicago 
took such action as led us to hope t meas- 
ures would be taken immediately to abate this 
great nuisance, and in fact an appropriation 
was made by the Board of Aldermen with such 
an end in view, but for some reason the matter 
bas been permitted to rest without any effective 
action being taken by those in authority. 

In August of the present year many citizens 
of Joliet, including the Mayor of the city and 
other officials, as well as a committee from the 
Board of Trade, not only sent a petition numer- 
ously signed, but waited upon the Board of 
Canal Commissioners, and éarnestly requested 
— * 3 action be taken to furnish the desired 
relief. 

THE PETITION 
and Chief-Engineer Jenne’s report are then 
given. The latter is as follows. 

The Honorable Board of Canal Commisesioners— 
GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report on the question presented ina 
petition to your honorabie Board by citizens of 
Joliet, on the 19th day of „ relative to 
turning the water of Desplaine River into the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal as a feeder, and of 
resto , in part, the old Calumet feeder from 
Lane’s Lake to the canal, which petition has 
been referred to me to investigate and report as 
to its practicability. I have examined the line 
of canal from Summit to Lemont in refereace 
to the water of the Desplaines River being 
turned into the canal as a feeder, and believe it 
to be feasible and practicabie, and I can see no 
good reason to object to nting the permission

If the object to obtuined is to prevent all 
the water possible for feeding the canal to come 
from the sewage of Chicago through the Cbi- 
cago River, as is plainly intimated in the peti- 
tion, and thus avoid the nuisance of the deposit

There bei a want of uniformity in the 
coinage ot the States, and a want of unt 
formity in the value of oreign coins, when 
the States came to adopt the Federal Consti- 
tution they relinquished their right to coin 
money to the General Government. In doing 
so, they fever contemplated that silver, which 
as a coin had antedated the Constitution, 
would cease to be money, for they reserved 
to themselves the right to make gold 
silver a legal-tender for alidebts. Both were 
money, and the only power that the States 
parted with was the power to coin this 
— and make it a ＋ spe They did 
not give to Congress the righ? to take away 
its legal-tender quality. 

“In 1869, at the bidding of this country and 
Europe, we passed the Public Credit act, by 
which we made our bonds payable in coin or 
its equivalent.

. When we funded our debt, under a 
provision allowing it to be paid in coin or its 
equivalent, we were told that the word * coin’ 
meant gold and not silver, and Eastern 
statesmen labored oer ae arduously in the 
Senate to convince people that ‘coin’ 
meant gold, and did not incinde silver. If 
any man doubts this I refer him to the 
8 h of Senator Edmu in the resolu- 

ons introduced by Sendtor Matthews, of 
Ohio.

to capital punishment. The argument in 
regard to capital punishment can de 
stated in a few words. If capital punish- 
ment is wrong it should be abolished en- 
tirely; ifright as to men, it is right as to 
women, and should be inflicted with an equal 
hand. There is something revolting in the 
idea of hai a woman, but there is also 
something revolting in the idea of a woman 
committing a murder. Murder itself is re- 
volting. 
The law in Indiana requires the juryin a 
murder case to state in their verdict what the 
punishment shall be, and this may be hang- 
in or imprisonment for life. The dispo- 
sition of most juries, even in clear cases of 
ulit, is toward imprisonment for life, unless 
e case is peculiarly aggmvat or public 
sentiment is very pronounced in favor of 
hanging. The only prison where female 
convicts can be imprisoned in this State ts 
the penal department of the Indiana Reform- 
atory Institution for Women and Girls, In 
this confinement there is very little that can 
be called punishment except the mere re- 
straint of personal liberty. The theory of 
the institution seems to be alf®gether reform- 
atory and séarcely at all punitive. Crime 
should be punished. gen plato few 
criminals are reformed. In all penalties for 
crime punishment should be the first thing 
considered and reformation next. The 


‘reformation of criminals ts desirable, if it can 


be accomplished in connection with panish- 
ment: but their punishment is imperative. 
To deter from the perpetration of future 
crimes is well, but vunishment. for crimes 
committed is a paramount duty to the moral 
law and to society. No amount of reforma- 


tion in a murderer can atone for the ¢rime 


commmted. Only punishment can do that. 
It is to be regretted that there cannot be de- 
vised some better modeef punishing female 
murderefs than simply restraining them of 
their liberty in an institution where perhaps 
they have better fopd and beds than the 

ever had in their ves before. This consid- 
eration is strengthened in the present case by 
the fact that Wade, Mrs. Brown’s paramour 
and accomplice in crime, is under sentence 
of death. Popular opinion, which has a 
rough and ready way of adwinistering justice, 
is very likely to take the view that if Mrs. 
Brown is not hanged Wade ougnt not to be, 
and we therefore look for a strong move- 
ment in favor of the commutation of his sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. If this succeeds, 
these two guilty lovers and murderers, tem- 
porarily confined in separate institutions, 
can spend their leisure hours in looking tor- 
ward to the time. when, thoroughly re- 
formed,“ some weak-kneed Governor of In- 
diana, yielding to the petition of the senti- 
mentalists, will pardom them both out and 
restore them to each other’s society witha 
Gubernatorial benediction.

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PROTECTING MINORS. 
The Good Work the Citizens’ League 
Has Done, 


And the Obstacles Jt Has Met With in 
Its Labors. 


An Effort to Drag It into Politics at the 


Which Is Strenuously Resisted by Mr. 
Emery A. Storrs. 


The annual meeting of the Citizens“ League 
for the Suppression of the Sale of Liquor to 
Minors was held last evening in the club 
room of the Palmer House, Mr. F. F. Elmen- 
dorf, President of the League, presiding, 
The attendance was Small, numbering not 
over a hundred ladies and gentlemen. 

After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Willing, the 
minutes of the last annual meeting were 
read by Mr. Howells, the Secretary. 

The President briefly addressed the meet- 
ing, stating that they were of good cheer, not 
because of the number of saloonkeepers 
that they had been instrumental in convict- 
ing, but because through their operations 
there was now a decidedly beter public sen- 
timent prevailing on the liqu uestion. The 
League had received communications from 
other States inquiring into the particulars of 
their work, and similar Leagues had been 
formed in lowa and elsewhere. 

THE YEAR’S WORK. 

Mr. A. Payton, Agent of the League, then 
made his report. He began by saying that 
the League commenced ita operations in 
fear and trembling, but was now one of the 
ee organizations of the city. One of 

main difficulties in their way was the 
unlimited licensing of saloons. There were 
now im Chicago 3,973 licensed saloons and 
some 400 or 500 unlicensed places where 
liquor was sold,—a number out of all pro- 
portion to the population of fhe city, being 
about one to every 150 inhabitahts. Another 
difficulty was the character of these saloons. 
No investigation seemed to be made into the 
character of those who applied for saloon 
licenses, but they were issued to gamblers, 
thieves, and harlots, and there were at least 
400 saloons in the city that were no better 
than assignation houses. He gave an K 
stance of a saloon on the West Side, thé 
keeper of which was living: with a bad 
woman, and in the rooms up-stairs there 
were four sisters, the youngest only 14 years 
of age, who were all pursuing 
a career of shame. The attention 
of the Mayor having been called to 
this house, the license was revoked, but was 
renewed within a few days. Another place 
on Twelfth street was aresort of minors, 
and although the Mayor had been asked to 
revoke the license, he had never done so. 
Another objectionable feature of these sa- 
loons was the variety shows, which were of 
a disreputable character, and their toleration 
was an open violation of law. When Mayor 
Heath was in office he revoked the licenses 
of all these concert saloons and variety 
shows, and a marked improvement followed, 
but the good results of this measure had all 
been lost. Another obstacle was the conduct 
of the Grand Jury of Cook iy wey By regard 
to cases broughé before them by the League, 
which had elicited from the police them- 
selves the expression of an opinion that the 
Grand Jury was an unmitigated curse, and 
ought to be abolished, to which he said 
amen with his whole heart. 80 long 
as men were elected to office in this 
city who would be guilty of the kind 
of conduct he described, nothing better 
could be expected. The citizens should see 
to it that 1 such men were elected-as 
would not on y inforce the laws, but take 
some interest in the morals of the people, 
But perhaps 5 

THE MAIN DIFFICULTY IN THEIR WAY 

was the indifference of the better class of 
citizens to the missions of the League. In 
spite of all these difficulties, during the past 
rear he had visited not less than 1,000 Sa- 
oons, and had been mugh struck with the 
improvement that had taken place in their 
character since the League commenced oper- 
ations. He had traveled sometimes five and 
six miles among the saloons without finding 
any minors in them,—a marked change 
from three years ago. During the past year, 
ninety-six saloonkeepers had been brought 
before the Police Courts on several charges 
—selling to minors and other violations o 
the law; of these, sixty-three had been con- 
victed, and in the remaining thirty-three 
eases there had either been dismissals or 
nonsuits taken. The operations of the 
League had resulted in a great diminution of 
juvenile crime in Chicago. They had kept 
20,000 of the boys of the city out of the 
saloons. Returns from the Bridewell 
showed that, in 1877, the year 

fore the League was organized, 
there were 1,782 minors committed to 
the Bridewell, while last year, in spite of 
the increase of population, there was only 
1,224 committed,—a —1 — of nearly 600. 
In 1877, during the four months from June 
to October, there were 1,154 minors arrested 
and brought before the South Side Police 
Court, while last year during the same 
months there were only 764 minors arrested. 
He had visited during the year 200 homes uf 
minor criminals,and had met everywhere 
with expressions 7 thankfulness that there 
was some organfation to look after the 
boys. He was more than ever convinced that 
if the churches and the good people of Chi- 
cago would stand by the League the number 
of saloons would in one year be diminished 
one-half. Capt. Hickey had said to him 
when he was in office that the work done by 
the League had been marvelous, and if the 
policy of Mayor Heath were carried out, in- 
stead of 3,000 saloons there would next year 
be only 1,500 in this city, and he was con- 
vinced that such would have been the case 
a there N J gees * — Mayor’s chair 
who sympathized with the obj of the 
League. 1 

WANTS TO GO INTO POLHMICS, 

A committee, consisti of Messrs. Ma-

Mr. C. C. Bonney addressed the meeting. 
He said it was simply appalling to consider 
that there should be nee who differed 
from the League on this question, and who 
would encourage and foster those saloons 
which were simply schools of vice in which 
the youth of the city were brought up to a 
criminal career. The men in office who 
abetted this traffic were greatef criminals 
than the saloonkeepers themselves. Why 
Was it chat such obstacles existed as had 
been referred to by the Agent of the League? 
It was merely a question of votes. [Ap- 
— The saloon-power had too long 

en dominant in Chicago politics; and just 
as long as party polities were dearer to the 
citizens of Chicago than the proper upbring- 
ing of the young, just so long would 
this deplorable evil continue. Whether 

present state Of things should last 
after the next Mayoral election, was 
a question for the people themselves. When 
the decent and order-loving Democrats re- 
fused to nominate a candidate who would 
not inforce the liquer laws, and when it 
could be said of the Republicans that the 
moral welfare of the young was dearer to 
them than the success of their party, then 
would Chicago begin to travel on the road to 
a better state of things. [Applause.] The 
time had come for prompt and decided ac- 
tion. Next spring they would have two par- 
ties struggling for party success, and if the 
old-fashioned party vote was cast, the city 
would bein no better state than before. It 
was forthe League to take such measures 
how as would compel the respectable men of 
both parties to recognize their proper duty 
as citizens in relation to this great question. 
They gugitt also to demand that the Legisla- 
ture should change the method of selecting 
petit and grand melvin pe the power 
away from the County rd and vesting it 
in courts.

By the wise policy of 
nence, strict and complete, from all political

The people of 
Chigago could revolutionize the state of 
things whenever they made up their minds 
to do it, and, while insisting on the enforce- 
ment of the liquor laws, they ought also to 
suppress the Police Gazette and the Sunday 
theatres.
